More of Them! 
The fa ct dampens somewhat the natural outburst of pub­ 
lic approv al for the gain referred to. 
Artistic bill hoards 
•re less objectionable than ugly ones. But there are broader 
considerations than the mere artistic quality of the ad pa i n t ­ 
ed on any particular billboard. 
There remains the question 
whether beautiful landscapes should be obscured or c l u t t e r ­ 
ed up with arty kind of billboards wha tev er—whether a d ­ 
v ertisers hav e any right to mess up natural outdoor beauty 
with commercial appeals that, can be handled without of­ 
fense and with no less profit through the regular channels 
of printed adv ertising. 
And then there are differing ideas 
of what constitutes art on a billboard. 
Most “ artistic” ones 
are so gaudy as to be offensiv e. 
Billboards would be a natural defensible means of adv er­ 
tising in an age or country of illiterates, that required g a udy 
pictures to conv ey idea s to the eye. 
In a civ ilization where 
ev erybody reads newspa pers and magazines, they should be 
as superfluous as the printed signboards of olden days that 
told pictorially the name of a hotel. 


MARSHALL IN FREE SPEECH. 
Here is wha t might be ca lled a posthumous editorial by 
Thomas K. Marshall, former v ice president, Indiana man 
widely known and lov er for his genial wit and wisdom. 
It is 
a passage from the book he completed just before he died, 
“ A Hoosier Sa la d.” 
Marshall wa s in fav or of tolerating free speech not nec­ 
essa rily because of any inalienable right to say what a man 
plea ses, and not necessarily because of a ny constitutional 
g ua ra ntee, but because he considered it the most safe and 
•ensible wa y. 
“ I hav e been led to conclude as the days hav e gone by,” he 
wrote, “ that our English forebears were wiser than we in 
their knowledg e of human nature. 
Repression on the part 
o f a gov ernment sooner or later will result in such an a ccum­ 
ula tion of ga s a s will inev itably result in the destruction o f 
the gov ernment. 
“ A gov ernment should a lwa ys keep the cork out of the 
bottle of its principles. 
J t should let efferv esce freely and 
unrestrained the g a s of all those who are not satisfied with 
w ha t the gov ernment is doing. 
The meetings at Hyde Bark 
•n d Trafalgar Square, in which the discontented get off of 
their chests all that they hav e to say about the inquiry of 
the British gov ernment, hav e done much in'preserv ing that 
ancient democracy.”
